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[Turkeys  on  farms  JsxT'isrj  1»  as  estima.ted  in  FelDrx-j^ry,  this  yea.r,  reached  the 
record  hi^h.  numler  of  8,567,000  "birds,  which  is  33  percsnt  more  than  a  year  earlier 
and  47  percent  ahove  the  10- year  (1929-33)  average,     rarkeys  on  farms  January  1,  1940, 
had  an  average  value  of  $2.18  compared  vrith  $2.58  a  year  earlier  and  $3,41  for  the 
10-year  aA'^erage.     In  spite  of  the  lower  value  per  head,  the  total  rR].v.e  of  $18,679,000 
this  year  ig  the  highest  of  record,  exceeding  last  year's  value  hy  13  percent,  and 
the  10-year  average  hy  So  percent, 

Nmhers,  on  January  1  reached  record  high  levels  In  all  parts  of  the  co^ontry, 
Ihe  largest  increase  this  year  over  iK^st  was  50  percent  in  the  West  North  Central 
area.*     In  the  Western  area  the  increase  v.as  38  percent;  in  the  Eorth  Atlantic,  32 
percent;  in  the  East  ITorth  Central,  29  percent;   in  the  South  Atlf^Jitic,  23  percent; 
and  in  the  South  Central,  16  percent. 

The-  exceptionally  heavy  farm  holdings  of  turkeys  on  January  1  this  year  were 
partly  due  to  a  large  carry-over  of  birds  that  coiild  rot  he  satisfactorily  marketed 
in  Deceffiher,  owing  to  the  congestion  of  the  lo.te  raarket.     Most  of  tliese  s-orpltis  hirds 
were  eiaxketed  in  January,  judging  hy  the  nuinher  of  turkey  hens  on  hand  on  Fehruary  1, 
which  were  reported,  to  be  only  7  percent  greater  than  a  year  .earlier, 

llhirkey  Production  up  25  Percent  injL9Z9i    About  32,365,000  turkeys  were  pro- 
duced in  1939.,  which  is  atout  25  percent  a.'bcve  the  1938  production,  35  percent  above 
the  -5-76 ax  (1934-38)  average,  and  50  percent  above  the  lO-year  (1929-38)  average  pro- 
duction*    Incroa.ses  over  193S  vrere  noted  in  all  sections,  v/ith  the  largest  gain  in 
the  West  'North  Central  and  Western  area.s,  31  and  50  j-'orccnt  respectively, 

Hxvckej  prod_ucers  consi-imed  1,906,000  turkeys  in  their  hoiiseholds  in  1939,  or 
about  6  percent  of  the  nuinber  prod.v.ced.     This  v;as  the  la.rgest  rfonber  ever  consumed  by 
producers  and  was  about  17  percent  more  than  in  1938,  20  percent  iTiore  than  the  5-year 
average,  and  23  percent  more  than  the  10-year  average.     The  lar^;er  number  of  prodoac- 
ers  in  1939  than  in  1933  accounts  for  jnost  of  this  increased  ccnsr'-mption.     Of  the 
total  .consumption  by  prod.ucers  in  1939,  31  percent  was  in  the  South  Central  States 
and  27  percent  in  the  V/est  ilorth  Central  area.     The  value  of  ccnsujirction  totaled 
$4,421,000, 

About  28,310,000  turkeys  were  sold  from  fs,rins  in  1939  compared  with  24,029,000 
in  1938,  Sales  during  1939  were  16  percent  above  the  5-year  and  43  percent  above  the 
lO-yeaT  averages. 

The  a.verage  price  of  $2.41  per  head  for  tiu^keys  sold  from  farms  in  1939  was 
about  10  percent  below  the  1938  price,  5  percent  below  the  5-3-ear  average,  and  3  per- 
cent below  the  10~year  average  price, 

-.    The  cash  income  from  turkeys  in  1939  xtas  $68,128,000  compared  with  $64,259,000 
in  1938.     More  birds  v/ere  sold  in  1939  than  in  1938,  bvit  at  a  lower  price  per  head. 
The  average  cash  income  for  the  5  years  (l934r-38)  was  $57,069,000  and  for  the  10 
yea,rs  (1929—38)  was  $48,472,000. 

Gross  income,  which  is  cash  income  plus  the  value  of  turkeys  consumed  in  the 
farm  household,  was  $72,549,000  in  1939.     This  was  6  percent  above  the  1938  gross  in- 
come, 11  percent  above  the  5-year  average,  and  39  percent  above  the  10-yoar  a^verage. 
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Per  Capita  Production  and  Cons^oinp ticn;     The  per  capita  prodi--ction  of  turkeys 
in  the  United  States  in  1939  was  3,68  pounds,  cQ-npared  with  :?..  9?  pounds  in  1938  ??:-id 
with  2,42  pO'inds  for  the  IC-year  (1929-3B)  avernt^,3.     The  pe"  capita  con^vunp-cion  in 
1939  v/as  3.17  pounds,  compared  v;ith  2*95  rjounds      year  ear3.i;r  and  2,39  pouncls  for  the 
10-year  averace.     Per  capita  consu'.nption  has  increased  aoout  S3  percent  <:;ince  1929. 

The  per  capita  consumption  of  turkeys  in  the  United  States  \irur;;lly  varies 
slightly  from  the  per  capita  production,  depending  on  the  net  increa.se  or  decrease  in 
the  nujnher  of  Dird3  carried  over  into  the  nev;  year  in  cold  storpgo  and  in  faru  floc-cs« 
In  1933  the  per  capita  consu'''^]3tion  and  per  capita  production  v.'sre  phout  the  sa^ie.  In 
1939  hov/ever  per  capita  cons~ornption  was  14  percent  helow  per  capita  production,  le- 
cause  of  a  130  percent  increase  in  cold  storage  holdings  snd  a  33  percent  increase  in 
the  nuinhe.r  of  oirds  in  lai'm  flocks  co".Tipared  with  a  year  earlier. 

Average  I'Jeight  Per  3ird  Sell;     Du.ring  the  past  11  years  the  average  v:eight  per 
hird  has  increa.ied  from  13.2  poiiiids  in  1929  to  14.9  pounvds  in  1939.     This  increase  in 
weight  per  "bird  is  the  result  of  several  factors.     Turing  the  past  decade  tn.rkey 
breeders  have  "been  striving  to  prodxice  a  hird  which  woiAld  give  a  more  econoriic^l  ga,in 
per  po'iOTud  of  feed  consvjiied.     The  result  of  t'lis  creodir.g  has  "been  a  heavier  type  of 
"bird.     A  "big  increase  in  the  produiction  of  coiTunercially  hatched  poultc  dm-ing  recent 
years  ha,s  enabled  producers  to  get  their  poults  severad.  wee^cs  earlier  than  v;hen  thej 
depended  largely  upon  pewits  ha,tched  binder  hens.     3y  Thanksgiving  and  Ghristir-as  tine 
these  hirds  are  older  and  heavier  than  the  "birds  hatched  under  hens.     An  increase  in 
the  hotel  and  restaurant  turkey  trade  has  enecuraged  the  carry-over  of  birds  for  mar- 
keting at  heavier  weights  after  the  holiday  season.     A  shift  in  the  relative  produc- 
tion of  tm-keys  froni  areas  whe:!re  smaller  hirds  p,r8  produced  to  areas  where  la.rger 
type  of  "bird  is  produced  has  also  heliDed  to  produce  a  hoa-vier  average  "bird  in  the 
United  States. 

Owing  to  the  increased  size  of  turjceys,   the  total  suppl'y  of  s^nall  "birds  has 
not  increased  in  proportion  to  the  rapid  increase  in  the  total  supply,  n'"'r  apparently 
in  proportion  to  the  denand  for  small  "')irds    couing  ma.inly  from  household  trs.de. 
This  trade  has  tended  to  favor  a  smaller  rather  t!ian  a  larger  turkey,  particularly 
for  the  increased  denand  outside  the  holiday  season  wjien  th;  fairdly  group  is  smaller. 
Hence,  small  hirds  often  hring  a  price  prcir i-^jti  over  the  larger  ones.
